The Irish Times. 
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A very large sum of money stands to the credit 
of the Irish Ecclesiastical Commissioners in the 


books of the Bank of Ireland. This money was 
derived from the sale of perpetuities, and is 
invested in stock bearing interest at three anda 
half per cent. Many attempts have been made to 
render this money useful to the Church, from the 
sale of whose property it was derived. A Bill was 
drawn up, we understand, with the approval of the 
Archbishop of Dublin, to enable the Commissioners 
to lend this money in small sums to incumbents or 
rectors whose livings had no Giebe-houses. The 
Bill was sent over to London or Brighton, and was 
placed in the hands of our travelling Irish Secretary. 
What has happened to that Bill no one can tell. It 
may be lying in some pigeon-hole in Dublin Castle, 
the Post Office officials having ignorantly supposed 
that the Irish Secretary should have a residence in 
Ireland. It may be rent asunder, and hidden under 
amass of waste paper; or, possibly, it may form 
trunk-lining, or be converted into millboard. Per- 
haps it may emerge from darkness at the close of 
the session, to be included in the general massacre of 
the innocents. 

But the evils which the Bill was intended to 
remedy remain. In the vicinity of Dublin there 
are livings without residences, the incumbents of 
which must rent, perhaps, an inconvenient or distant 
domicile. The Glebe lands of some are placed in 
different parishes, and the rector is compelled to let 
them for what he can obtain. 

To effect an exchange of Glebe lands at a distance 
for lands in the parish would cost more than the fee- 
simple of the lands fivetimesover. In some parishes 
there are no residences which a clergyman could rent 
for his family. In others, the Glebe-bouses, where 
they areextant, are dilapidated, mouldy, and unwhole- 
some. Surely, some of this money locked up in 
bank might be applied to remedy such evils as these? 
The money could be advanced on the security of 


the building, and a large interest would be paid in 


the shape of rent, whether for a new or a repaired 
domicile. 

A Rector, indeed, if the living be worth having, 
and leave him a surplus over the cost of maintenance, 
may avoid this inconvenience. A friendly architect 
may draw up a fearful statement of the deficiency of 
the Glebe-house, and a confidential physician may 
appal a Bishop by a dismal catalogue of maladies 
which will certainly result from its occupation. It is 
difficult to insist upon a residence where there is no 


in a house testified tobe unhealthy. One way or 
another the Rector of a parish thus circumstanced 
may manage to spend a pleasant time of it by the 
sea side or in the city. Ile can run down by rail on 
Saturday and get through the Sunday duty, or, 
better still, he commits his flock to the charge of a 
retiring and unambitious curate, on a salary of £40 
or £50 a year, “ with the advantages of ahouse and 
“garden,” and then his duties will be confined to 
preaching occasionally on Church festivals, if the 
weather be fine, an | siguing receipts for his rent- 
charge. The damp and malaria, we suppose, do not 
usually attack curates. At all events, live they 
must, and live, too, often in dwellings which their 
Rectors are glad to get any excuse to fly from. In 
parisbes where there is no Glebe-house the curate 
must get his dwelling where he can. Ile may obtain 
a room or two in a farm house, or over a shop in a 
country town. His stipend will not allow bim 
that collage ornee which he dreamt of in his college 


This is another down weight upon the curate who 
has chosen the Church as his profession, without 


patrons to advance him. Ile spends upon his educa- 
tion as much as any other public profession even 
exacts from its members. Ile must be exemplary in 
morals, and a model of purity in word and deed. 
lle must even present the appearance of a gen- 
tleman in station as well as in character. He must 
not be deaf to the claims of charity and the calls of 
distress. Often, in a poor district, he is the centre 
to which hundreds look, not only for spiritual, but for 
material aid, and he must help those who are 
little poorer than himself. To enable him to do 
all this, he is rewarded with an annual stipend some- 
thing less than the wages of a tolerable carpenter. 
Out of seventy, or, at most, one hundred pounds a 
year, he must clotheand support himself and a family, 
if, as is generally the case, he has one. Out of this 
stipend, less than the earnings of the lowest clerk in 
one of our large establishments, he has to meet every 
charge, and pay rent possibly for a dilapidated 
Glebe-house, in which rats are the ouly thriving oc- 
cupants. 


Nothing so strongly proves how few zealous and

In any other 
profession, Parliament or the people would long 
since have been appealed to, and a state of things 
ameliorated which is a disgrace, not to say toa 
Christian, but to a civilised community.

capital of Europe. Frenchmen will be gratified, and 
perhaps encouraged to further annexation, when they 
witness the procession of the ambassadors belonging 
to ten European Kingdoms, proceeding to learn the 
Emperor's will. Many of them are not quite so de- 
pendent as the Powers which surrounded the Great 
Napoleon, but they may in time become so. It is no 
ordinary source of pride to a Frenchman that the re- 
presentatives of ten Powers will be assembled in the 
French capital, to assent tothe annihilation of 
the treaties of 1815, to ratify which they last as- 
sembled. 

Little, however, can be expected for the peace of 
Europe or the safety of Switzerland from such a Con- 
gress. The French Cabinet has narrowed matters 
toa small issue. France will not assent to the dis- 
memberment of Savoy; in other words, she must 
have Chablais and Faucigny, and the shore of Lake 
Leman. This, we think, settles the question. She 
professes to be willing to accept the engagements of 
Sardinia with respect to these provinces. But these 
engagements were framed solely against the ag- 

ions of France. Who could expect, much less 
ask, France to withdraw troops from Chablais should 
she be again at war with Austria, or meditate a 
swoop upon Germany or Italy? Why should France 
be called upon to evacuate that territory in case the 
Congress confirms the cession of Savoy to her? To 
break up an impending “ confraternity” of German 
Powers, France may promise anything now ; but, as 
the first cannon shot shivers all treaties between bel- 
ligerents, so promises and professions are as nothing, 
once they stand in the way of national aggrandise- 
ment. For all the good likely to arise permanently 
from a Congress, the question could be more satis- 
factorily and more cheaply got rid of by diplomacy.

We hope that he will have the moral courage to use 
that force so far as it may be necessary to obtain the 
object ofa lasting peace, and the enjoyment of this 
nation’s rights ; and we are sure that he will, as a 
merciful man and a Christian gentleman, stay the 
operation of this great force at the earliest point where 
true mercy may be shown—that is, when the necessary 
impression has been made, and peace has been se- 
cured, 

Will the Chinese fight ? This is the question which 

all who take an interest in this expedition are now ask- 
ing. It is by no means impossible that Lord Elgin 
may be relieved from the responsibility of testing this 
probability, and may find hostilities going on upon his 
arrival. The French are not likely to send 80 pennants 
round the Cape to execute a public Imperial menace, 
and to welcome them back again with their mission un 
accomplished. It is scarcely to be conceived that the 
English and French can be so thoroughly restrained, 
and that the Chinese can be so successfully taught to 
dissemble their triumph, as that nothing shall be done 
to wipe out the effect of the disaster at Taku. But, so 
far as the Chinese Government is concerned, there will 
certainly be no fighting if worde can be made to do the 
work of blows. That the Chinese will send down 
commissioners from: Pekin who will entirely disavow 
all that has been done since Lord Elgin was last in the 
China waters, that the Tartar victory at Taku will be 
deplored as an untoward event, and that offers will be 
made to renew the treaty, we do not for a moment 
doubt. Every promise and every procrastination, 
that can be used to stave off coercion until the force 
is at last of necessity withdrawn will be used. If Lord 
Elgin is only instructed to demand an apology for 
the ambuscade at the Peiho, there will be no diffi. 
culty about the matter. For this purpose no high 
officer and no very expensive expedition was required. 
The Emperor of China would give a hundred ran 
and at such a cost would order a dosen more ambus- 
cades. But, if Lord Elgin should be prepared to insist 
that all the stipulations of his treaty shall be carried 
out under his own eyes, it is by no means certain that 
this expedition may not be able to report to us practi- 
cally as to the effect of the Armstrong gun. There has 
always been a strong old Tory party in Pekin, which 
have been determined that they never would yield ; and 
since the Taku victory they have advanced to the be- 
lief that they never can be made to yield. It is highly 
probable that, rather than yield anything but words, 
this party will block up the river and defend Tien-tsin. 
In that case there will be a sharp short fight at Tien- 
tain, and the old Chinese Tory will again disappear for 
a little interval, while the old Chinese Whig, not a very 
progressive creature, takes up the difficulty. These are 
the probabilities of the case ; and, although it is com- 
monly said that in China everything happens in direct 
contradiction to all antecedent probabilities, yet we feel 
very much inclined to predict that if Lord Elgin shall 
insist upon anything more than words he will have to 
fight at Tien-tsin. 

Ot course, we can have no knowledge of what Lord 
Elgin’s instructions may be, except so far as Lord John 
Russell has told us in Parliament what policy he pro- 
posed to indicate to his Ambassador. If Lord Elgin is 
going out only to bring bac’: an apology and a ratified 
treaty, we are very sorry that so able a man should be 
sent upon such a sleeveless errand. ut if Lord Elgin 
is going out to do what he himself must well know is 
necessary to be done, then he has a great mission before 
him.

Why, then, 
this talk of a Hungarian Diet ? 

The Imperial letter to General Benedek belongs toa 
class of Austrian documents of which the world has 
seen so many of late —state papers which bear witness 
to an uneasy sense of failure, and a conviction that 
* something must be done,” but at the same time betray 
the bewilderment and helplessness of a Governmest 
which has a profound consciousness that it cannot look 
the nation in the face. Theadvisers of Francis Joseph 
must feel the necessity of seeking strength, or at least 
internal peace, in the present critical state of the Em- 
pire. The campagn in Lombardy has lowered 
that feeling which in Austria comes nearest 
to national sentiment ; and a dangerons state of expec- 
tancy is general in Ilungary. To this is now added the 
threatened diminution of Austrian influence in Germany, 
The bold but deliberate declaration of the Prussian Mi- 
nister in the Berlin Chamber is the prelude of a long- 
foreseen strife, which will soam force itself upon the 
attention of the workl—a contest in which many thrones 
may be shaken, but in which the hateful asceadancy 
of Austria in Germany cannot but be overthrown, The 
evils which beset the Empire are so numerous and in- 
veterate that it is doubtful whether any statesmanship 
can now supply a remedy—certainly they are not to be 
cured by the hesitating and reluctant measures an- 
nouuced in the Emperor's letter to General Benedek.

In this way, what 
seemed to be a paradox at first in the reports 
was found to be a perfect consistency, Their capital 
was composed to a very small extent of money in the 
funds, but their real reliance was upon the great fund 
of Christian love and sympathy through the country. 
They were unable even to calculate the profit which 
would be derived from that source ; for, although the 
success of the great undertaking depended, in a great 
measure, on the labours that were carried on, yet it de- 
pended much more on the interest which 
was felt by the public towards it. They 
they were told it was much 
more difficult to reach the heart through the ear 
than through the eye, but there was a road by which 
it could be reached even more quickly, and that was 
the road of personal love. In this way it happened 
that in every neighbourhood from which one of their 
had been brought, a certain interest was 
created in the society ; and the great expense to which 
they were subject was, the sending of deputations 
through every 7 of Ireland, to urge upon the people 
cause. This cost £280 a year, but 
their highest expense was the maintenance of their 
skilled teachers. The interest which was excited in

rectors say his expenditure appeared consistent with 
his position and salary, and his domestic habits were be- 
lieved to be correct and creditable. It now appears that 
for a long time he had been engaged in an extensive 
avstem of time bafgains on the Stock Exchange. 
Thursday last, the 19th instant, in consequence of some 
information, application was made at the Bank of Eng- 
land for their statement of the balance of this bank, 
when a deficit of no less than £263,070 was discovered. 
Pullinger, who was absent at the time, attending a fu- 
neral of a relative, was immediately followed by a di- 
rector and the manager, and brought back, when he 
at once confessed that from losses on the Stock 
Exchange, he had, from time to time, since his ap- 
pointment as chief cashier, abstracted large sums from 
the change taken over to the Bank of England, which 
he had concealed from the ledger-keeper by exhibiting 
to him a fabricated passbook in which the balance 
agreed with what appeared in the Accountant-General's 
He was then given into custody.
